BERTHA L. READ 
1883 - 1958 


Bertha Lucinda Read, for many 
years Librarian of Griswold Mem- 
-orial Library, was born Septem- 
ber 1, 1883, in Perkinsville, in the 
town of Weathersfield, Vermont. 
She was one of three daughters 
of George A. and Augusta Henry 
Read. When she was three years 
old the family moved to Colrain, 
which was her home for the rest 
of her life. After graduating from 
Arms Academy, Miss Read taught 
school for a while, first as assistant teacher at Shattuckville, and later 
in Winchendon, Massachusetts. She gave up teaching for office work in 
Greenfield until she was needed at home. 


While in her thirties, Miss Read had a serious illness which left her 
with a curvature of the spine, causing her much pain throughout the rest 
of her life. In spite of this condition, she faithfully served as Librarian of 
Griswold Memorial Library from 1918 up to the time of her death on 
June 10, 1958. In addition to the hours spent at the Library, Miss Read 
devoted much time in selecting books and cataloging them for the Library. 
She was a constant reader and as Librarian, shared her great interest in 
books with the rest of the community. During her term as Librarian there 
were many changes made in Library practices which Miss Read accepted 
for the Library including work with school children in conjunction with 
National Book Week, work with the entire community during National 
Library Week, and close cooperation with the Bookmobile and the Re- 
gional Library Center. She was a member of the Connecticut Valley 
Library Club for many years. 


Besides her Library work, Miss Read was an active member of the 
Methodist Church. When church services were held in Griswoldville, she 
served as organist and as a Sunday School teacher. For many years she 
was church treasurer, an office she held at the time of her death. 


During the 50th Anniversary Program held at Griswold Memorial Li- 
brary in September 1958, a double faced set of book shelves was presented 


to the Library from the people of Colrain as a lasting memorial to “our 
Miss Read”.

To either of the Constables of the Town of Colrain in the 
County of Franklin, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said town, qualified to vote in elections and in town af- 
fairs, to meet at the Memorial Hall in said Town on Monday 
the 2nd. day of February next, at 8:00 o’clock in the after- 
noon, then and there to act on the following articles :— 


ARTICLE 1. To bring in your vote on one ballot for

To see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation, of rev- 
enue of the Financial Year beginning January 1, within a 
year and to renew any note or notes that may be given for 
a period of less than a year in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44, of the General Laws, or pass any vote or votes 
in relation thereto. Recommended. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate from the Dog Fund the sum of $404.05 to the 
Griswold Memorial Library or pass any vote or votes in 
relation thereto.

ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of $1,929.50 from the 1958 Machinery Earn- 
ings to the Machinery Maintenance appropriation or pass 
any vote or votes in relation thereto. Recommended. 
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ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will appropriate 
from the Merrifield Fund the sum of $2,000.00 for Con- 
struction and Maintenance of the so-called Taylor Brook 
(Road), or pass any vote or votes in relation thereto.

To see if the town will vote to give 
the Selectmen authority to sell the Ground Observer Build- 
ings and contents, or pass any vote or votes in relation 
thereto.

Toseeif the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for the purchase of a new 
power and spreader, or pass any vote or votes in relation 
thereto.

To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate from available funds in the Treasury the sum of 
$1,720.87 to provide for the overdraft lawfully incurred in 
1958 for the purpose of Disability Assistance. 

Recommended. 


ARTICLE 25. To see whether the town will vote to 
withdraw from the Mohawk Trail Regional High School 
District consisting of Buckland, Charlemont, Colrain, Haw- 
ley, Heath and Shelburne, such withdrawal to be effective 
June 30, 1960 and to be in accordance with and subject in 
all respects to the provisions and conditions set forth in 
Article VII of the agreement between said Towns establish- 
ing said District, and authorize and direct the Town Clerk 
to forthwith give written notice to the Regional District 
School Committee of said District of this Town’s election 
to withdraw therefrom. 


Polls will open at noon and close at 7:30 P.M. 
And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting up 
attested copies thereof at Four Usual Places in said Town, 
Seven days at least before the time of holding said meeting.

Selectmen’s Report 


As 1958 draws to a close, we are still confronted with many 
important problems, high taxes, decreasing valuation, no solution on 
a high school, no solution as to what should be done to improve route 
#112 to the Vermont State Line. 


Owing to the large snow removal costs of last February we have 
taken some over $6,000.00 from Chapter #81 road money during 
the current year. This has necessarily cut down on summer work, but 
we felt there was a limit as to the amount we should raise on snow 
removal costs. 


On March 10, 1958 we invited the Regional and local School Com- 
mittees, the Assessors, Finance Committee, Donald G. Shearer, who 
is adviser to the Regional Committee, and Mr. Fisher to attend a 
meeting in the Town Office and to hear a report on the Mohawk 
Regional High School. 


In early April a petition was presented to the Commissioner of 
Public Works Mr. DiNatali, asking that the State take over route 
#112 to the Vermont State Line. As yet we have received no definite 
answer from the State on this. 


All members of the Board attended the “Town and County Con- 
ference” at Greenfield High School. This was a very worth while 
effort. 


One Special Town Meeting was held on July 2, 1958. 


We are again asking for a total of $16,000.00 on Chapter #90 
Construction. This will be for work on the Greenfield Road at the 
top of the mountain. 


In addition we are asking $1,700.00 on Chapter #90 Construc- 
tion to replace the Bridge over the canal on route #112 in Griswold- 
ville. 


We feel that inasmuch as the elm trees on the common are 
diseased and must be removed it will be an opportune time to proceed 
with widening the road around the common to improve traffic. 


A program of erecting signs on all the roads in town has been 
started and should cover the entire town in about two more years. 


Our Machinery is in good condition although a new loader will 
be a must in the near future. 
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The Power Grader has worked out very well, and has proven a 
wise investment. 


We consider a power sander, which was vetoed at our last town 
meeting, a must as sanding is now a big issue. 


As the budget is made up from year to year it is increasingly 
difficult to keep costs down.

Fire Chief’s Report 


This report is submitted for your consideration. 


Your firemen have drilled through the summer months. Our equipment 
seems tto be in fairly good condition, although we have had heavy main- 
tenance this year. 


While responding to a fire in East Colrain with the Dodge truck the 
front pulley broke and went through the radiator and damaged the motor 
so that a new motor was installed by Allen Bros. in Greenfield. This 
repair bill was over $800. At the very next call the pulley again came off 
damaging radiator. This repair was taken care of by the firemen with no 
expense. Last year when the International broke down, we were given an 
estimate of $1000 minimum for repairing. I wrote ito American LaFrance 
Corp. and through their cooperation, by loaning special tools and Blue 
Prints we rebuilt the pump completely for $300. Saving $700 in labor 
expenses. 


Due to the age of this truck we are approaching the time when it 
will have to be replaced and due to the cost of replacing this I feel a re- 
serve fund should be started and appropriations made for this each year 
enabling us to replace it when necessary without hardship. 


The portable pump was repaired as recommended in last year’s re- 
port and is in excellent condition. 


We purchased the following new equipment this year: 
1. 500 Ft. 1%” Hose 


2. Double pump Siamese to allow relay pumping from two 
portable pumps to large pump. 


3. Rotating cellar nozzle to reach blind areas. 
4. Case of Soda Acid Charges. 
5. 214" to (2) 1”% Shut off Siamese. 


Our fire losses this year are as low as any town in western Mass. We 
answered 15 fire calls as well as 34 Ambulance calls. 


The Ambulance Service is extremely successful and has been com- 
plimented by Doctors and Hospitals in the area as well as the Boston 
Hospitals where we have called. 


We appreciate the fine support that the Citizens of Colrain, as well 
as those in surrounding communities, have given us in this project. 


oor 


We recommend that those who have not joined our Ambulance Ser- 
vice, do so, and give your family this protection. By doing so, enable us 
to further reduce the rates. Our aim is to provide the best available ser- 
vice as economically as possible. 


I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the Manage- 
ment of our local Kendall Mills for their most generous support of our 
Ambulance Service, by allowing our attendants to leave their jobs for 
Ambulance calls. 


I have appointed Deputy Chief Frank Cutting as inspector of all 
Sleeve Type Oil Burners as well as Bottled Gas Installations. 


In closing this report I again call your attention to the need of more 
firemen.

Report of The Librarian 


To the Trustees of Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1958. 


The Griswold Memorial Library was open 102 days of 11% hours 
each in 1958. During this time 2843 adult books and 3015 juveniles 
were given out making a total of 5858 books, an increase of 91 over 
last year’s library circulation. In addition, the Bookmobile had a 
circulation of 1461 adult and 1914 juvenile books, a total of 3375 
making a total circulation in town of 9233 books. There were 27 new 
registrations. Some of these borrowers were children who had been 
taking books on a parent’s card. 


Of books added to the library, 155 were purchased, 33 were gifts, 
making a total of 188. 78 were discarded. Of the new books 81 were 
adult fiction, 52 non-fiction and 55 juvenile. Nearly all the gift books 
were fiction. 


Among the donors were Mrs. Bernice Mayer, Ellsworth Stetson 
and Clarke Maynard. Mr. Maynard gives two or more books each 
year in memory of his mother and aunt, Mrs. Mary Clarke Maynard 
and Mrs. Myra Clarke Avery. He also gives the Reader’s Digest in 
their memory. 


Also given was the latest edition of Webster’s Unabridged Dic- 
tionary purchased with money given by the Library Book Committee 
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and the Mass. Library Association in memory of Miss Bertha Read, 
librarian. 


Reading Certificates were given to Central School pupils 
as follows: Grade IV — 7 Five-book and 1 Honor; Grade V — 39 Five- 
book and 5 Honor; Grade VI — 56 Five-book and 10 Honor; Grade VII 
— Six Five-book and 1 Honor; Grade VIII — 27 Five-book and 2 
Honor. There were 135 Five-book Certificates and 19 Honor Cer- 
tificates. An “Honor” stands for 20 books read. 


Observance of National Library Week was March 16-22. Spon- 
sored by the Colrain P.T.A. and the Colrain Grange, an “Old Book 
Contest” was held at the library. The books were in five categories 
with a prize offered for the oldest in each class. Besides books, old 
newspapers, magazines and other interesting printed matter of older 
days were shown. This display aroused much interest and many 
favorable comments were heard. National Library Week will be 
observed again in 1959. 


Miss Bertha Read, librarian for many years, died suddenly the 
evening of June 10th after a working day at the library. Since then 
her sister has been serving as librarian. A memorial fund for Miss 
Read was raised and a much needed book case was purchased in her 
memory. This has helped to relieve the crowded condition in the stack 
room and had long been desired by Miss Read. Additional card 
catalog files have been bought as more space was much needed for 
the card catalog. 


On Sunday P.M., Sept. 14, the Griswold Memorial Library 
observed its 50th anniversary by holding a reception. About eighty 
were present including three who were present at the dedication of 
the library fifty years before. The principal speaker was Mrs. George 
Rodney Wallace of Framingham, Mass. At this time the memorial 
book case was presented to the public and the bookplates given by 
the Kendall Co. were on display. The design on the plates is the seal 
of Coleraine, Ireland, and it can be seen on the stained glass window 
in the dome of the library rotunda. An attractive folder program 
made a pleasing souvenir of the occasion. 


A few days after the anniversary reception the library personnel 
was saddened by the death of Mrs. Bernice Mayer, who had been a 
faithful member of the library book committee and was chairman at 
the time of her death.

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Veteran’s Service Report 


To the Selectmen of Colrain: 


Herewith is my fourteenth annual report as Director and Vet- 
erans’ Agent for the Western Franklin Veterans’ District. 


Requests for Service during 1958 totalled 965. Thirty-nine boys 
registered for Selective Service and Fifty-two veterans applied for 
Medical and Hospital treatment... Compensation for war-service con- 
nected disability was applied for by Eleven veterans. Assistance was 
given in connection with Eighty-one applications for pensions by 
veterans with non-service total disabilities. Two hundred and thirteen 
requests were received for photostatic copies and we made One 
thousand Two hundred and Sixty-seven prints. 


Forty new applications were taken for assistance under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 115. Thirty-eight families, a total of 95 people, 
received assistance under this law during the year, for a total expense 
of $24,927.61. We now have a total of Thirty-two active cases. 


We have folders for One Thousand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
nine veterans of all wars and have, in our card files the names, dates 
of birth and enlistment for all of these, together with the same for 
recent enlistments. 


The total expense for administration of the District Office for the 
year was $5,689.22. This amount was divided among the ten Towns, 
in accordance with provisions of Chapter 599, of the Acts of 1946, in 
proportion to their assessed valuation. 


The finest co-operation has been received from Mr. Edward A. 
O’Neil at the Veterans’ Administration office in Greenfield and the 
other Veterans’ Agents with whom we have had contacts. 


The continued concern of the Town Representatives with the 
problems of the District is very encouraging and is much appreciated.

To The Towns in the Mohawk Trail Regional School District: 


This is the third annual report of the Mohawk Trail Regional 
School Committee to the citizens of the six towns comprising the 


district. 


During the past year this Committee has been faced with numer- 


ous obstacles brought about by some voters of the Region who are not 
in agreement with your instructions to this school planning committee. 
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At the annual town meeting of some of the member towns there will 
be an article to withdraw from the Mohawk Trail Regional Schocl 
District. The majority of this committee feels that withdrawing at 
this time would be premature. 


Our proposed Operating Budget is set up with the assumption 
that the Committee will be planning for a new school for the Region. 
Because of the withdrawal of Buckland and Shelburne last February 
the Committee was unable to continue actively planning a new school. 
Therefore we have an unexpended balance in our operating account 
which will enable the Committee to continue planning without addi- 
tional appropriations from the member towns. 


Our Capital Budget is required to make the second payment of 
$8,000. plus the interest on the present balance of $16,000. on our 
original $25,000. bond issue. This amount must be raised and 
appropriated regardless of the future of the Region. 


Despite the many obstacles faced by the Region the problem of 
providing more adequate and educationally desirable facilities for 
the youth of this area remains unsolved.

LOUISE O’BRIEN 
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Report of School Superintendent 


I submit with pleasure this, my second annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


National and State leaders have recently drawn attention to the 
country-wide need for strengthening the offerings of all schools to 
better prepare our youth for the present scientific age. We have taken 
definite steps, locally, to improve our schools in several areas. At the 
high school level a special mathematics course started in December. 
This course will include college level work and will be open to 
advanced students. Meetings of the class will take place during stu- 
dents’ and teachers’ free time. New equipment and texts have been 
provided for the Physics and Biology Departments. There is also 
a special advanced course in Electronics available to capable and 
interested students. 


Upon the close of school in June 1958 a number of our Ele- 
mentary and High School Teachers enrolled in a course in Science 
given cooperatively by Boston University and the Shelburne School 
Department. At present there is a Special Committee of Teachers 
and Principals, representative of all grade levels kindergarten through 
XII, evaluating Science texts and preparing recommendations for 
our future guidance in the Elementary Science Curriculum. 


The Shelburne School Committee has requested in the 1959 
Budget proposal a sum of money to be used for further improvement 
of equipment in the Science Laboratories at Arms Academy. This 
amount, it is expected, will be matched by funds from the Federal 
Government under the provisions of the National Defense Education 
Act of 1958. 


Plans are being made to offer a course in Home Economics for 
girls at Arms in September 1959. Due to an opening enrollment in 
September of 1958 of 300, 30 more than the previous year, a teacher 
of English and Social Studies was added to the Arms faculty in 
keeping with our philosophy of small classes. A full time Physical 
Education Supervisor is continuing the work of her predecessor and 
expanding the program for High School girls, the children in the 
Regional School, and the girls in Grades VII and VIII in Buckland. 


The Guidance Department at Arms is expanding its work with 
the Eighth Grade pupils in the three towns to provide maximum 
assistance with course selection by Freshmen. Changes have been 
introduced in the testing program at different grade levels to provide 
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frequent and more detailed evaluations of students. A survey of 
former Arms Academy graduates is being undertaken to locate ways 
to offer maximum help for undergraduates. Several visiting periods 
for parents have been held during the fall to encourage closer coopera- 
tion between home and school. A needed outcome of these occasions 
will be the establishment of a much desired large and active High 
School Parent-Teacher Association. 


During the spring, summer, and fall of 1958, work by Teacher 
Committees in the Elementary Grades and by Departments in the 
High School on Curriculum Studies has been carried on. Some of 
these groups have completed their work and their reports will shortly 
be printed to serve as guides and aids for our Teachers in the 
different areas. The other reports will be made available as com- 
pleted. Most of this work was carried on during Teachers’ free time. 


In the area of discipline revised rules for student behavior have 
been established and maintained by faculty and students working 
together. Though some of the new rules call for more penalties than 
in the past student acceptance has been generally good. 


At the Academy, as in other buildings, extensive summer cleaning 
and maintenance programs have provided improvements. The boys’ 
lavatory in Science Hall was remodeled, certain classrooms painted, 
new electrical fixtures were provided, the walls of the auditorium 
were painted, student chairs have been repaired and replaced in 
many instances, and improvements in the arrangement of the Biology 
Room have been accomplished. Appreciation for much of this work 
is extended to the Arms Academy Board of Trustees. 


The placement of Shelburne children on a tuition basis in Grades 
VII and VIII in Crittenden School is apparently working out well. 
Transfer of the lower grades to the new building will give this 
arrangement a full trial since an extra classroom will then be avail- 
able. Work done on the Crittenden playground during the summer 
has increased the amount of space for recreation purposes although 
it is still inadequate for many activities of this age group. Present 
plans will provide pupils in Grades VII and VIII with opportunities 
to use some of the new Regional facilities. 


Unexpected delay, by the builders, in the completion of the new 
Regional School Building has caused some inconvenience but once the 
building is ready for occupancy we feel confident it will provide an 
improved educational program for the Buckland and Shelburne 
children in Grades Kindergarten through VI. The children will have 
the advantage of excellent physical facilities; better classrooms, a 
fine cafeteria with a small stage, a large all purpose playroom, a 
special remedial reading room, vastly better health room, a teacher 
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work area, and more adequate storage rooms. This is a building that 
is the equal of the best in elementary schools throughout Massa- 
chusetts. The residents of the Towns of Buckland and Shelburne 
can point to this building with justifiable pride. It is to be hoped 
many of the building’s facilities will be utilized by the communities 
not only for educating the children but also for adult gatherings and 
recreational purposes. 


This building will be administered by a Supervising Principal 
who will devote full time to helping the Teachers working for best 
interests of the children. This person will have no teaching respon- 
sibilities. His sole duties are supervision and administration. 


We anticipate the establishment, early in 1959, of a Special Help 
Class for children who need special attention in order to master the 
various subjects. This class will be located at Crittenden School and 
come under the responsibility of the Buckland-Shelburne Regional 
School Committee. It will accept pupils from Colrain on a tuition 
basis. The importance the State Department of Education places on 
this Class is apparent since that Department reimburses approxi- 
mately one half of the expenses for such work. 


The proposed budgets for 1959 show necessary increases in 
certain areas. These increases are caused by: rising costs of books, 
supplies, and equipment, larger enrollments, more classrooms, salary 
adjustments, and expenses of maintenance for our older buildings. 
The tuition rate for 1959 at the high school has also been raised. 


Safety inspections have been made of all school buildings and 
recommended improvements are being undertaken. The terrible 
disaster that took place in a Chicago school should make all of us 
recognize a further advantage of our new buildings. 


In closing I recommend that our three communities take im- 
mediate steps to establish a study committee for the purposes of 
evaluating our present high school buildings, keeping in mind the 
educational opportunities we desire and are able to provide for our 
children, and to take the necessary course of action indicated as a 
result of such a study. 


I thank the children, school staffs, school committee members, 
and other citizens of Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne for their 
moral, physical, and financial support of the public schools. It 
continues to be a pleasure to be associated with these three com- 
munities.

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Report of Principal 
Colrain Central School 


I hereby submit my sixth annual report as principal of the Col- 
rain Central School. 


School opened September 3, 1958, with a registration of 254 
pupils distributed by grades as follows: 


Grade I (82), with Mrs. Alyce Streeter as teacher 
Grade II (32), with Mrs. Muriel Miller as teacher 
Grade III (28), with Mrs. Ruby Root as teacher 

Grade IV (386), with Mrs. Lyndal Denison as teacher 
Grade V (28), with Mrs. Dorothy Quinn as teacher 
Grade VI (31), with Mrs. Marian Byron as teacher 
Grade VII (28), with Raymond Amnott as teacher 

Grade VIII (39), with Mrs. Gertrude Streeter as teacher 


This is the largest enrollment we have had since we consolidated our 
schools in 1951. 


Again we are fortunate in retaining our same faculty another 
year. Each teacher has had an opportunity to study her children and 
is better acquainted with them, thus enabling her to do a better job 
of teaching. 


Mrs. Helen Carpenter is our teacher of corrective reading. Test 
results recently have proved that her efforts are very worthwhile. 


Our cafeteria is still a very popular place with the children. An 
average of 210 children a day are served nutritious, well-balanced 
meals at noon. Mrs. Sarah Coombs as dietician, with Mrs. Everett 
Coutu and Mrs. Raymond Rosenburg as helpers, are doing excellent 
work. 


As usual, our school is being taken care of very well by our 
custodian, Mr. George Call. We can be proud of our school plant 
because of George’s efforts at keeping it clean, in good repair, and 
comfortable. 


Dr. John Olson, our school physician, and Mrs. Hazel Pickwell, 
our school nurse, are very capably looking after the physical well- 
being of our children. A physical examination during the year is 
given and any physical defects found are reported to parents. 


Our educational program is progressing very well. More espe- 
cially is the new addition to our curriculum, namely thrift, a huge 
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success. We have over 200 savings accounts and have saved more 
than $2,000.00 since the beginning of the school year. This is an out- 
standing feat for a school of our size. 


One new feature of our social activities program is that all ac- 
tivities have been taken over by our local Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tion. I believe this to be a good thing. We as parents should be as 
interested in the social well-being of our children as we are in their 
educational progress. Such social activities as are carried on by our 
P. T. A. will be of considerable benefit to our boys and girls as they 
enter higher institutions of learning. 


Since the advent of Sputnik we have heard and read many criti- 
cisms of our American Educational System. I will admit that some 
of this criticism is well deserved and should be of help to us in striv- 
ing for a better education for our children. However, I feel that much 
of the criticism is undeserved. Our scientists did not launch the first 
man-made satellite into space. However important such a scientific 
feat may seem, I do not believe that it compares in importance with 
the great work of Dr. Jonas Salk in producing a vaccine that controls 
infantile paralysis. 


The general well-being of any country depends, I believe, on the 
educational level of its people. Our system has produced a standard of 
living that is second to none in the world. Therefore I feel that our 
educational system is sound. We need to continually strive to make it 
better. We need to change when necessary to fit our changing ways 
of life. Living in an atomic age requires more education and a dif- 
ferent education than living in a “horse and buggy era.” It is up 
to us as a people to determine the type of education we need and 
strive to provide the kind of schools we need for our children. 


To the people of Colrain for their support, and to the school com- 
mittee and superintendent for their guidance, I wish to extend my 
appreciation. 


To a faculty that is second to none, and is always striving to do the 
best possible job of teaching, my heartfelt gratitude.

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Music Supervisor’s Report 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Music in the 
Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne Schools. 


The music program is being continued along the same lines as 
in the past. Learning to sing, self expression and rhythmic activity 
are stressed in the lower grades. Performing, listening and music 
reading are the areas of musical experiences on up through the 
grades. Part singing is stressed in the upper grades. 


The pre-band work on the tonette is still in progress in all of 
the fourth grades. In the fifth grade, instrumental instruction is 
begun with free school lessons. 


The Union Elementary Band performed very capably at the grad- 
uation exercises. Glee Clubs and choral groups from all of the towns 
made several public appearances during the year. 


There are at present 75 students, (Buckland 18, Colrain 32, Shel- 
burne 25), taking instrumental lessons. This is an increase of 20 
over last year, which is encouraging. 


The Arms Academy Band has 52 members at present. Of this 
number, 11 are Buckland students, 15 Colrain and 26 Shelburne. 


The band participated in the following events during the past 
year: football games, Booster Day Rally, Franklin County Fair, Sen- 
ior play, basketball tournament at Amherst, Western Massachusetts 
Music Festival, Memorial Day, (Colrain), Spring Concert and Gradu- 
ation. 


Two Arms students participated in the All State Concert in 
Springfield. 


The twirlers have performed very well and deserve much credit 
for their efforts and contributions. 


The Arms Chorus numbered approximately 105 members and 
performed well in their public appearances.

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Art Supervisor’s Report 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Art for the 
Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne Schools. 


Drawing is a natural and delightful way of making one’s mark 
in the world. Children should be encouraged to “scribble” to their 
heart’s content within the limits of certain pieces of paper, not on 
walls and furniture. Even a baby can begin to realize that every 
freedom is limited by natural and social restrictions, a very important 
part of his education as an artist and citizen. 


At the age of three or four, a child may begin to connect ideas 
with his scribble. He pretends to write or to make pictures, but the 
lines and spots on paper are as unintelligible as his first attempts at 
speech. Nevertheless, his precious imagination is lending new mean- 
ing to his work. 


Then one day his mother recognizes on his paper something that 
suggests an engine or a dog. The child has discovered the use of 
drawing and painting as a language, a way of showing other people 
what he has in mind. 


He arrives in kindergarten with more ideas and feelings than 
he can express. He has seen, heard, and felt much, but his vocabu- 
lary is small and his drawing is limited to a few crude symbols of 
things which may or may not be understood. 


Happy is the child who finds in his first teacher a sympathizing 
friend, one who wants to know what he means by his crude expres- 
sions and encourages him to use drawing as well as words in making 
himself understood. 


Drawing and painting form a language of lines, shapes, and 
spots of color, older than writing and as new as the youngest child 
who invents his own pictures. It is not a formalized code like the 
alphabet, to be taught according to adult standards. The clearer the 
thought the more truthful the drawing. All drawings must include 
the imagination and sensitive feelings of the artist, whether he be a 
child or an adult. 


The natural drawings of young children are often the most in- 
teresting of all in an educational exhibit because, in spite of crude 
techniques and immature knowledge, they are filled with the child’s 
spirit of wonder and sensitive feeling for the inner meaning of 
things. 
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In order to make the work progressive, we invite the children 
to widen the subject matter of their pictures and to tell more and 
more about people and things as they know them. The art lessons 
offer varied themes which are well within the experiences of all chil- 
dren. As the teacher calls for more truth about colors and shapes, 
more characteristic action, more vivid imagination based on experi- 
ences, the children learn to notice the world about them, with more 
attention to facts and appearances. Thus, the cycle of impressions 
and expressions is built up as a part of the mental and emotional 
growth of each child. Life becomes more and more lively and sensi- 
tive, words have more meaning, thought is clearer, the sense of won- 
der and beauty is developed. Such teaching deserves the name Art 
Education. Making pictures to express individual ideas is fundamen- 
tally educational. Copying or imitating has no comparable value be- 
cause it lacks the element of personal discovery and invention. 


I wish to thank the school committee, the teachers, the parents, 
and the pupils for their whole hearted co-operation.

School Nurse’s Report 


The weights and measures of all children were taken in September 
with the assistance of the teachers. The Massachusetts Vision Tests 
were given in the fall, and the audiometer tests were given in the 
winter. Parents were notified of defects and were cooperative in hav- 
ing them corrected. 


Physical examinations by John H. Olson, M.D., of grades 1, 5 
and 8 are given each year and parents notified of defects needing 
attention. 


The dental program is continued under supervision of Miss Gene- 
vieve Ely, dental hygienist from the Connecticut Valley District of 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. A dental committee 
of four students from the 8th grade visit each grade at regular 
intervals, which helps to encourage children to visit their dentists. 


A clinic for immunization to diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus was conducted in the spring. Twenty infants and preschool 
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children received their first immunization, and 138 preschool and 
school children received booster doses. All children entering first 
grade, except one, have received immunization. 


A Well Child Conference for preschool children was conducted 
four days in July with the cooperation and assistance of the P.T.A., 
parents and many other interested people. John H. Olson, M.D., was 
the attending physician, and Mrs. Marjorie Thompson from Amherst 
was the consulting nutritionist. New programs this year were urine 
and hemoglobin tests; also the Mantoux tuberculin skin test super- 
vised by Mrs. Priscilla Abbott, executive secretary of the Franklin 
County Public Health Association. 155 children attended. 27 of the 
32 enrolled in first grade attended the Conference.
